CORPORATE NAME IS INTERNA- 
TIONAL MERCANTILE MARINE. 


All Shares and Bonds Have Been Dis- 
posed of Privately and Public Is 
Not to Have Any of Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The first move to- 
wards asking Congress for a gteat ship 
subsidy was taken when J. P. Morgan's 
ship trust was floated at Trenton yester- 
day. One of the officers of the new com- 


Said: 

“We are in favor of a ship subsidy 
this country, and believe that the organ- 
ization of this company is an argument in 
its favor. 

“It is a well known fact’ that very fast 
steamships cannot be operated prolita»: y 
without the aid of a governmental! subsidy.’ 

With a "pantie! stock of $120,000,000, of 
which $60,000,000 is preferred and $00,000,000 
common, and with an authorized bond is- 
sue of $50,000,000, the huge steamship trust 
on which Mr. Morgan has been working for 
more than a year was formally incorpor- 
ated. 

The name of the new corporation is the 
international Mercantile Marine Co. The 
incorporation was made by amending the 
charter of the International Navigation Co. 
which was incorporated in 1893, ‘with a cap- 
, of $15,000,000. The bonds draw 44¢ per 
cen 

The steamship lines in the trust are the 
American, the Red Star, the White Star, 
the Dominion, the Leyland and the Atlantic 
Transport. 

The North German Lloyd and the Ham- 
burg-American are not in the trust, but 
have a working agreement with it, which 
will wipe out competition. The French and

independent lines.

All of it has been taken 
rae the parties in interest. 

"An understanding has been reached with 
@Ne British government by which it will not 
discriminate against this company in the 
matter of mails or using the ships for 
transporting troops or other such purpose. 
The fact that Great Britain has just sub- 
sidized the Cunard line I do rot regard as 
discrimination against this company, as 
that subsidy had been arranged for some 
time ago. 

‘This company will be treated fairly by 
the British government in all matters. The 
White Star line has some vessels already 
subsidized by the British government.’ 

An underwriting syndicate for the $59,- 
000,000 bond issue was formed some time 
ago, most of the capital being furnished 

this country, which will control “the 
ond issue. The directory of the new com- 
pany is largely American.

THOUGH PUNISHED 


Soldier Freed After Serving 
Ten Years of Sentence, 


ANOTHER COMMITTED CRIME 


DEATHBED CONFESSION TOLD OF 
THE WRONG. 


Mother Unconsciously -Convicted Son 
by Swearing Away the Alibi He 
Had Offered to Establish 
His Innocence. 


LE MANS, -rance, Oct. 2.-—-French 
criminal history contains a more unusual 
story than that of the soldier, Voisin, who, 
after being convicted ten years ago for 
the murder of a woman and sent to penal 
servitude at Cayenne, has just been de- 
clared innocent by a local jury. 

One of the grimmest circumstances 
the soldier's case was that he was 
demned on the testimony of his 
mother. This is the story: 

One morning in the summer of 1892 Mme. 
Adam, & woman who kept a tavern at 
Martinvast, near Cherbourg, was found 
murdered. Her skull had been smashed 
in with a soda syphon. The looting of her 
strong box and money drawer showed con- 
clusively her slayer’s motive. The only 
clew Was the epau.ette of a Sergeant of 
Infantry, which, it was proved, was that 
Of a soldier named Langlois. 

The sergeant, however, though he ad- 
mitted having drunk at Mme. Adam's tav- 
ern, the day before, showed to the satis- 
faction of the police officials that he 
could not have been in the neighborhood 
when the murder was committed. Then a 
peasant reported that he had seen a soldier 
of the line on the road near the tavern 
on the night that Mnie. Adam was killed. 
Une of the detectives working on the case 
promptiy made inquiries at the military 
post at Rennes. and there discovered that 
in infantryman named Volsin had not 
been present at roelicall on the morning 
after the murder. He also discovered that 
Voisin lived close to Mme. Adam's tav- 
ern. 

Now comes the most striking part of the 
whole story—a part that reminds one of 

Gaboriau novel. Voisin, who was jim- 
mediately arrested, showed no special un- 
easiness, remarking that he could prove 
an alibl by -hig mother. His explanation 
of his absence from roll call was that, 
whilst out on furlough, he had got drunk 
and gone into the barn to asleep. Then he 
woke up it was too !ate to go back to 
barracks, Bo he concluded to go home and 
was on the way to his mother’s house 
when seen near the place of the murder. 
His mother could testify that he was at 
home when the crime was committed. 


Mother Did Not 

Establish Alibi. 

But when the mother, who Knew nothing 
of her son's arrest and never thought of 


connecting him with the murder, was seen 
by the detectives, she swore in the most 
solemn way that she had seen nothing of 
her eon. The explanation now given of her 
act was that she supposed he had absented 
himself from barracks without leave, and 
as the penalty for harboring a deserter was 
unusually severe she had been afraid to 
confess that her son had spent the night at 
home. When the significance of her testi- 
mony was made plain to her she was huvr- 
rified, but she could not revoke her sworn 
statement, and on the strength of it, Votsin, 
his allbi destroyed and several other frag- 
ments of circumstantial evidence urg d 
against him, was declared guilty and sen- 
tenced to death. He was to be shot “t 
Rennes by a squad of his own comrades, 
and the members of the firlng party even 
had been summoned when a_ reprieve, 
signed by the president of the republic, ar- 
rived in the nick of time to save his life. 
Hie was sentenced to penal servitude, and, 
still declaring that he was innocent, was 
hurried off. to endure the miseries of ex- 
istence at Cayenne. 

By a queer combination of events Lang- 
lois, the sergeant who had at first been 
suspected of the murder of Mme. Adam, 
soon after was convicted of a crime. and 
sent to the convict settlement on the is- 
land of Re. i 

Voisin had tasted the terrors of life at 
Cayenne when he determined to escape. 
Hundreds before him, he knew. had aeat- 
tempted to do the same and had perished 
miserably, but he preferred to share their 
fate rather than drag out his life as a 
convict. Three of his comrades were of 
his mind, and one day they eluded thelr 
guards, stole a boat and put to sea in it. 
They had no oars, but managed to make 
headway by using their shirts as sails. 
They were doing famously when a gale 
came down on them. Their boat was upset 
in a part of the sea where sharks abound 
and though Votsin and one of his mates 
managed to clamber on the overturned 
boat in safety. they had to e#ée their two 
companions killed and eaten. They had 
given up hope of coming safely out of their 
danger when they were picked up by a 
canoe filled with dark skinned natives. 
Then they supposed that they were safe, 
but soon discovered their mistake. A re- 
ward had been offered for their capture, 
the blacks who had found them had been 
out in the hope of doing that exact thing 
and soon after thev ‘delivered Voisin and 
his chum into the hands of the French offi- 
cials. 


Prison Life 

Became Worse. 

As a ‘‘dangerous” prisoner, Voisin’'s lot 
at Cayenne became even worse than bhe- 
fore.

TACOMA, Wash., Oct. 
grain fleet in the port of Tacoma, th 
granary of the Northwest, is growing dally 
and, with the stevedore strike ended, with 
from three to six vessels taking cargo a 
the rate of 1600 tons to the ghip daily, and 
wheat pouring in from over the mountain 
at the rate of from 100 to 200 cars per 
day, it will not be long until the list of 
outward-bound vessels, carrying wheat to 
all puvints of the world, will be augmentec 


considerably. 

The latest addition to the Tacoma. grain 
fleet is the steamer Ping Suey, which wil 
load about 6000 tons of wheat at the Balfou 
dock. There is now a spot grain filet in 
the harbor numbering 16 vessela. Three o: 
the first are steamers, and there is anotne, 
steamer, the Quito, now on the drv dock. 
which, though as yet unchartered, will um 
doubtedly be added to the list soon. Ths 
others are foreign sailin vessels. The 
total net tonnage of the fleet amounts to 
35,000¢ tons. 

Hesides the fleet now in the harbor there 
are several grain carriers on the sound 
at various ports that will eventually take 
cargo from Tacoma, among these being 
the British ship, Celtic Chief, the Britis 
bark Powys Castle and the British ship 
Wnystay. The Chilean barks Royal Sov- 
creign and Bulitelma and the American 
ship Sam Skofield TI are all three char- 
tered for Puget Sound loading and wil! 
siggy * take cargo from this port; the 

wo former for South American. ports, 
and the American ship for South Africa. 

Portiand, according to the Commer- 
cia! News, there are nine grain carriers, 
representing a total tonnage of 18,078 tons 
he total tonnage of vessels now bound 
for Puget Sound is 29.062, as against 20,- 
231 tons last year at this date. Besides 
these vessels bound for the Sound, there 
are a largé number of vessels bound for 
Oregon and California ports for orders 
that will be eventually sent to Tacoma for 
loading. The total tonnage of vesse's 
bound for Oregon ports shows a slight de- 
crease from the total tonnage bound in at 
this time last year.

STATE MAY SEIZE 
ANTHRACITE MIN

JURIST SAYS PENNSYLVANIA 
CAN THUS END STRIKE, 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—“It would be an aex- 
ercise of lawful authority for the state to 
compel the owners of the coal mines to op- 
erate the mines for the benefit of the pub- 
lic, or else for the state to take possession 
of the mines and operate them through 


lessees,'’ said one Chicago jurist, 
recognized as an authority on constitutional] 
law. Judge Gibbons of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County is the member of the judi- 
clary who takes this view of the situation 
that daily becomes more threatening, and 
for which many remedies by law or other- 
wise are Offered to no purpose. 

Judge Gibbons was not passing upon any 
lgsue on trial in his court when he gave 
utterance to his views on the fuel question 
.vuday, but rendered his opinion in answer 
to the question: ‘“‘Is. there any lawful way 
to compel the coal operators to open up the 
mines?"’ 

“Yes, there is,"’ he said, “for the gov- 

ernor and the State Legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania have the power to put an end to the 
strike if they are courageous and patriotic 
venvugh te do it. I @on't believe in tak- 
Ing a man's property away from him, but 
if the public good demands the use of it I 
believe in the state taking possession of it 
and operating it for the .people, making 
reasonable compensation to the owner. 
“There are certain species of property 
which, by the law of nature, are intended 
to be common, such, for example, as the 
common of pasture and of turbary. The 
right to the use of these properties arises 
from the law of necessity, and #0 well 
recognised is this right that even under the 
feudal system the lord of the manor could 
not appropriate to himself this kind of 
ers without leaving sufficient to meet 
he needs of the people. 
“The right to acquire and hold property 
is regulated by human law, which cannot 
derogate from the natura! law. According 
to divine law, all things are ordained to 
sustain the life of man, and, therefore. the 
division and appro$riation of things by hu 
man jaws cannot hinder the sustenance of 
man in case of necessity. 

“The obligation to feed the hungry 
springs from the natural right of every 
man to live and to the food necessary to 
sustain life. This right prevails over al! 
positive laws of property. The owners of 
mines refuse to treat with their empigyes, 
saying that there is noth'ng to arbitrate. 

“In like manner the English ‘andlords re- 


j fused to treat with their tenants, but the

should be paid. That was one of the most 
revolutionary laws ever assed, and is An 
excellent precedent for @ present eltua- 
tton in America.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
invitatfhon to the coal operators and to 
President Mitchell to come here and talk 
the coal situation over represents the result 
of all the wisest men of the government 
could think of !n their efforts to find a wa) 
for bringing the coal strike to an end. 

The entire cabinet was called into consul- 
tation by the President before he took the 
step. 

A statement of the President's views as 
to the rights of the public tg being pre- 
pared with great care. 

Copies of it will be given to those who 
participate in the conference, and it will be 
mnade public so that there can be no ques- 
tion as to whether the President did or did 
not perform his duty. 

He will take the position that he has a 
right, as the representative of the sutrering 
public, to interfere in what the operators 
may consider their private business. 

There feeling here in official circles 
that there will be settlement of some 
kind. 

This feeling is evidently based on informa- 
tion that has not been made public, and 
which was probably brought to the city by 
Secretary Root. 

SECRETARY ROOT’S IDEA. 

The secretary of war returned from New 
York bearing information and impressions 
that caused the President to take the first 
actual steps. Mr. Root went to the White 
House early and the cabinet was sum- 
moned. 

The secretary of war told the President 
that, in his opinion, the operators were 
about ready to listen to any suggestion the 
executive head the government might 
have to make. 

The impression he had was that they were 
looking for a convenient excuse to get away 
from the position they had assumed 
that there is nothing to arbitrate. 

The thought prominent in his talk to his 
colleagues was that -the operators are 
thoroughly frightened because of the rapid 
growth of the sentiment in favor of govern- 
mental ownership or controi of the railroads 
and mines. 

All the cabinet officers were averse to 
Speaking about the: President's effort to 
bring the warring elements together. 

Secretary Root went so far as to say 
that all he did in New York was to ask 
one of the operators if they would not be 
Willing to talk the matter over with the 
President. He said that the meeting with 
that operator was accidental.

PUBLIC DEMANDED ACTION. 

The report of Secretary Root from New 
York is not the only thing that caused the 
President to make a finaf effort to settle 
the strike. 

A flood of letters and telegrams came to 
the White House advising h!m to act if he 
desired thé political salvation of himself 
and his party. 

Some of the letters were decidedly threat- 
ening in tone.

FACTS AND FIGURES. 


Fach ear has four bones. The body has

A large foghorn is to be placed in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, four feet in diameter 
and 12 feet long, the sound being produced 
by sirens.

Efforts Being Made in Phila- 
delphia to Clear Him, 


CHIEF GROUND IS AN ALIBI 


CHARGED WITH BEING A REG. 
ULAR TYPEWRITER THIEF. 


——— 


One of the Strangest Cases in the His- 
tory of Current Crime—Young 
Wife Finds Influential 
Friends, 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2.—Harry Mer- 
eer of this city, now confined in the city 
Prison at Kansas City under sentence of 
four years in the Missouri penitentiary for 
grand larceny, claims to be a wronged man 
and is making strenuous efforts through 
friends here to secure his release. 

He claims to have been convicted of a 
crime committed by another, and says that 
the witnesses upon whose testimony con- 
viction was secured have made a great mis- 
take. 

In the face of a mass of damaging evi- 
Genoce, brought out* by determined prose- 
cutors, Mercer protests his innocence and 
telis a startling story that has been con- 
firmed in part. In brief, he asserts that 
his brother, Theodore Mercer, also of this 
city, is the guilty man, and that previous 
to his arrest he (Harry) was never in the 
State of Missouri in his life. 

Prosecutors, police and lawyers shake 
their heads and say no mistake has been 
made, and that the story of Mercer must 
be treated as the unreliable vaporings of a 
convicted felon. 

In the face of this four persons are will- 
ing to testify that-Harry Mercer was in 
Philadelphia at the-time the crimes were 
committed in Kansas City, and three of 
them have made affidavit to that effect. 
In addition, documentary evidence confirms 
parts of the convicted man’s story, and thie 
books of a physician here contain an entry 
that seems to indicate that Harry Mercer 
and his wife were livirg quietly in. this 
city near the date the police say he was 
operating with a gang of typewriter 
swindlers in the middle West. 


A Hard Fight 
Still to Be Made. 

Friends who have secured a stay of exe- 
cution for the convicted man and are pre- 
paring to take his appeal to the supreme 
court of Missouri! have assured her that 
Harry Mercer will be free as soon as a 
bail bond can be arranged for. 

Harry Mercer. with his brother, Theodore, 
is the son of Ellwood Mercer, a Kensington 
weaver. He had limited opportunities as a 
boy and his education, was gathered largely 
through his own efforts. About the time of 
the National Export Exposition in 1899, 
Mercer became an employé of the F. 8. 
Webster Typrewriting Co., whose Philadel- 
phia office is at 7089 Chestnut street, with 
George B. Scott as manager. The con- 
cern had a boogh in the exposition and 
Mercer was placed in charge. It was while 
there that he:'met the woman—then a girl 
of 18—who is now his wife. 

After the exposition Harry Mercer be- 
came salesman for the big typewriter 
house. He wag a success. His employer 
admits that he was one of the best sales- 
men they had. The couple lived in an at- 
tractive house at 2106 Stella avenue. A son 
came soon to bless the union, a child who 
{se now a bright, curly-headod boy of 22 
months. Soon after Harry began to es- 
tablish himself his brotier, Theodore, went 
to work for the same firm, also as a sales- 
tan. 

Meroer and Mr. Soott, the manager, 
failed to agree. The stories they tell as to 
the cause rediocally differ. The Mercer 
boys left the employ of the Webster Co. 
about the last of June, 1901. Theodore went 
West with his wife. Harry Mercer stayed 
in Philadelphia, he says, and upon the es- 
tablishment of this fact lies his path to 
freedom. Later, in November, with another 
fan, he established the Manhattan Me- 
Gallion Co. at 99 Walnut street, where he 
built up n prosperous business that con- 
tinued until his arrest tn February, 1902. 


Typewriter Thieves 

in the West. 

To make the subsequent part of the story 
Clear it is necessary for a moment to shift 
the scene to the West. In the latter part 
of July it is claimed that two men and two 
“Women, acting in conjunction, started at 
Denver, Colo., upon a scheme the object 
of which was the theft of typewriters on 
a wholesale plan. According to the police 
theory. the two men would enter a town in 
the role of preachers and engage rooms. 
Then the two women, in the guise of 
stenographers, would visit various type- 
writer houses, rent machines, pay the first 
installment and sign the leases. Various 
‘ames were used by the women, the names 
“TAllie Davis” and ‘‘Beatrice Fairfax" be- 
ing favorites. 

“ Upon the delivery of the machines the 
supposed preachers would promptly sell 
them and then the whole crowd would skip 
to another town. The police assert the 
band of swindlers jumped from Denver to 
Omaha, and from Omaha to Kansas City. 
There several machines were secured on 
Aug. 18, 1991. The next day the same par- 
ties, it is said, appeared in St. Louis. Type- 
writers were rented, but a mistake was

@ police closed in on them, and on Aug. 
5 arrested - in Sai Theodore Mercer. 
he other members of the band fled to the 
Bast and were traced as far as Pittsburg, 
ja Cleveland.

While his brother was heralded al! over 
the country as a fugitive, the police appar- 
ently had no thought that Harry was in 


any way involved in the typewriter swin- 
die. Almost every prominent typewriter 
house in the country had been victimized, 
d-the hunt for the gulity parties was a 
ot one, stimulated by unlimited funds to 
prosecute the search. 
One afternoon in February. 1902, Marty 
Mercer was arrested near his place of busf- 
on the charge of recet{vin

pewriter Exchange. It was shown 
that the machine had been secured in the 
same manner as the machines were s-- 
ured in the West. A woman had rented 
typewriter from F. 8.

a typewriter house, identified Mercer as the 
man who had worked the swindle in that 
city. A St. Louis detective was with him, 
and he had a warrant. When Harry Mer- 
cer was told of his acquittal here he was 
quickly tapped on the shoulder and told he 
was wanted in St. Louis for grand larceny. 

Mercer was stunned. “I will go at once 
with you, for I will have no trouble to 
prove my tnnocence,”’ he exclaimed. ‘I 
Will waive requisition and start right now.” 

In the meantime the attention of a 
wealthy and charttable Philadelphia. wom- 
an, whose name for the present is with- 
held at her own request, had bee at- 
tractel to the helpless wife and her two 
children—for the baby had been born a few 
days after her husband’s arrest. She em- 
ployed John R. K. Scott to look after the 
mans interests, Scott would not permit 
him to walve requisition, and only after a 
legal fight was Mercer taken to St. Bowls. 

e was promptly photographed for the 
Rogues’ Gallery, and was placed “incom- 
municado” as a police prisoner. He lay 
for-six weeks fn prison, without even a pre- 
liminary hearing. His good angel tn Phila- 
delphia finally secured the sarvices of ex- 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson, a noted criminal

lapsed. Mercer was free again. but was 
instantly rearrested on a warrant issue? 
from Kansas City, Mo., charging him sub- 
stantially with the same offense as t one 
aon he had- just been declared not 
gility.

In the first place, Mercer's frierids were 
lulled into a faJse sense of security, Ad- 
equate counsel was not provided. Mercer 
depended on a lawyer furnished by the 
court. Prosecutor Hadley, who tried the 
case, is one of the keenest lawyers in the’ 
state, and boasts a record of 300 cases with 
only three asquittals. He was backed up bv 
eminent private counsel, headed by L. C. 
Boyle, former attorney-general of icoleode. 
and reckoned the beat ury lawyer in the 
state of Missouri.

IMPERILS LIFE FOR SCIENCE 


Student Digs in Deep, Damp Mountain 
Caves for Bones of Prehistoric 
Animals, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERKBLEY, Cal., Oct. 2.—Dr. John C. 
Merriam, head of the Paleontology work in 
the University of California department of 
geology, has returned from his trip to the 
Shasta limestone caves that are now being 


excavated by Eustace Furlong, the young 
student assistant who has so successfully 
unearthed rare fossil treasures there itn the 
last month. 

Dr. Mergiam’s short trip was merely one 
of the general superintendence of this im- 
portant exoavation work. He reporte that 
the examination of the cave a its con- 
tents justifies the belief that the univer- 
sity scientists have encountered one of the 
most remarkable storehouses of geologi- 
cal curios that have ever been discovered 
by American explorere. 

Unusually forbidding conditions, however, 
confront Furlong in his underground §dig- 
ging, and a worker less bold and enthusi- 
astic would be deterred from his task. The 
spot where the specimens have been un- 
earthed is far down in the damp, dripping 
depths of the limestone cavern that is sunk 
in the sides of Morse Mountain, overlook- 
ing Potter Creek. To get to the place Fur- 
long has devised a long rope ladder ‘that 
he attached to a stalactite and dropped 
over the slippery face of the cliff in the 
cave down into the gloom 50 feet to the 
earth floor beneath. 

This area Furlong has staked out into 
squares of four feet, and in each of these, 
which are labeled for reference, he works, 
scraping and aifting the precious dirt inch 
by inch, until he gradually sinks his ex- 
cavation to a uniform depth of five feet. 
As the earth and gravel have been nicely 
stratified he cleans off the whole square 
ten inches down ata time. He works with 
gmall iron hooks, but mostly with his bare 
hands turning over every particle of soil, 
for teeth and the finest of animal bones 
are the objects of his search, as well as 
larger fossils. All his specimens are care- 
fully marked, stating their exact position 
on the floor of the cave and the depth at 
which they h..ve been found. Al] this must 
been done with the most scientific care, as 
quite three-fourths of the scientific value 
of the specimens depends on the exactness 
of the data secured regarding their location 
in the cave. 

Furlong is working steadily at his task 
nearly ten hours a day and is amassing a 
heard of geological material that will take 
fully a year to classify. He is remaining 
away from his regular college work. ab- 
sorbed in his task. Both his university 
studies and the need of his expert services 
in the department at Berkeley demand his 
return and he will leave in a short while, 
to be replaced by W. J. Sinclair of the

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HOW TO PLAY FOOTBAL

briefly but ‘completely how to fit 
one’s self for playing the great 
American game of college football. 

The articles have been prepared by 
Mr. Hugh White, at present coach 
for the Washington University 
eleven, 

Mr. White was tackle and captain 
of the Michigan eleven of 1901, which 
made a name for itself througkout 
the country by scoring more points 
against opponents than any eleven in 
this country in past years. 

Mr. White was said by Coach Yost 
of the Ann Arbor team to have been 
the most valuable man on the eleven, 
and was recommended by him to the 
Washington management’ as the 
ablest coach to be obtained. 

The lessons will be continued from 
day to day until the series is com- 
pleted. 

No branch of the sport will be 
omitted from detailed consideration. 
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LESSON I. 
PRELIMINARY WORK. 


By Hugh White. 

Football cannot be learned in a day. 

It is the ambition of every beginner to 
jump right into the scrimmage and do yeo- 
man work. No careful coach would permit 
that—it is the most fruitful source of accl- 


dent on the gridiron. 
Preliminary work is absolutely necessary 
to the neophyte, both as giving him the 
necessary physical hardness, as well as 
confidence in handling the ball—a factor 
whose importance cannot be overesti ted, 
The two things then to be first considpred 
are the questions of training and r 
ments. “ 
Training methods are as various as train- 
ers, but it is sufficient to say that any 
player who will be careful as to diet, ab- 
Stalin from the use of stimulants and keep 
regular hours will have done all that is 
necessary off the field. 
For the rest, light practice, such as will 
come with the acquirement of the first 
rinciples of the game, will be sufficient 
0 bring the candidate to the proper degree 
of toughness. For it must be understood 
that before the player enters actual scrim- 
mage work he must prepare his mind and 
body both for hard knocks. They are sure 
to come and he who stands punishment tne 
best will be the best player, all other 
things being equal. 


COACHING NECESSARY. 

There are four points in which the can- 
didate should be carefully coached before 
he is permitted to enter a scrimmage: 

1. Passing the ball. 

2. Falling on the ball, 


3. Catehing punts. 
4. Tackling. 
A player who can 


not do all of these 
things accurately has no business in a 
game. He is unrellable and can 
not be relied upon to handle a ball without 
fumbling—the worst fault of the many that 
interfere with the success of elevens. The 
plays on the football fleld are figured on 
the basis that each player can Ee relied 
upon to do certain things. If one slip oc- 
curs in the movement of the various cogs 
of a play the whole is disordered and it 
fails. Hence the importance of the rudi- 
ments. 

First of all, handle the ball as much as 
you can. Practice regularly each day, be-

on the surface. 

There are two methods of passing: The 
spiral and the nose pass. Both of these 
forms may be applied to long and snort 
passes, 

The spiral pass is the popular one, inas- 
much as the ball reaches the man to whom 
it is passed with only a slight twist and 
no turning over and over in the air such 
as might cause the receiver to fumble. 

For a long pass ‘“‘spiral’’ rest. the ball at 
its point of greatest circumference in the 
palm of the hand, the long axis pointing 
toward the man who is to receive the 
throw. As you throw the ball keep its 


point or nose toward the player takin 
the pass, and, as it leaves the hand, pu 
the fingers slightly down and toward the 
body. The effect will be to put a slight 
‘“english’’ on the ball, which maintains 
its postion horizontal to the ground dur- 
ing ts flight. 

he short spiral pass involves the same 
idea, exceut that a full-arm swing is not 
required to deliver it, a forearm movement 
and the twist sufficing. 


THE NOSE PASS. 
The nose pass is the common method. 
In this hand is clasped aboyt the point of 


the ball, the remainder of its length rest- 
ing against the forearm. A simple swing 
of the arm delivers the ball. In the long 


pass the ball turns over and over on a 
vertical axis. In the short nose pass the 
only difference ig that the ball turns on its 
horizontal axis. 

Having practiced poestas until a reason- 
able degree of confidence in handling the 
ball is obtained the next point is falling on 
the ball. 

The importance of this is such that a 
coach will tell a player first of all never to 
pick up a ball unless he has absolutely a 
clear

S PLAIN MIN 


BASSOFF HAS DISCARDED TITLE 
FOR “MISTER.” 


HE BELIEVES IN REPUBLICS 


Says, but He Didn’t Leave 
Country for Opinions. 


Sjecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Oct. 2.—A member of a noble 
Russian family, a military governor of a 
city on the Amur river in Siberia, a mine 
owner in Alaska and a laborer in one of 
the mines in Butte is, in brief, the strange 
history of Count Valdemar de Bassoff. 
Count, or rather ‘“‘Mr.”’ Bassoff, as he pre- 
fers to be called, has had many adventures 
in the past six years. He is highly edu- 
cated, speaks German, French, Italian and 
other languages, and he is rapidly perfect- 
ing himself in English. He has papers 
which, it is said, prove beyond doubt that 
he is a Russian count. 

According’ to his. story, as related by 
friends, he was not obliged to leave Rus- 
sia owing to any act of the government, but 
went of his own free will. It is his inten- 
tion to return to his native country in 


about six months. 

Brought ap in the midet of My gw the 
count was able to obtain a splendid educa- 
tion tn the best Ruseian univergities. By 
reason of his rank he easily obtain A 
high place in the Russian army. is 
brother is the governor of the Russian fort 
at Odeesa, a large Russian rt on the 
Black Sea, while his other Brothers hold 
responsible positions in the army. The 
count’s brother, who its at present sta- 
tioned at Odessa, was formerly an adjutant 
to Czar Nicholas before the latter ascended 
the Russian throne. 

In his grmy life Count Bassoff had ooca- 
gion to Visit all the countries of purope 
and Asia. At the death of his father he 
received a large legacy. In his opinion it 
wae not sufficient to permit of him living 
in Russia in the style te | one of his 
rank. He accordingly disposed of hia es- 
tate in Russia and went to Alaska, where 
he tnvested heavily in mines. 

During his residence in Alaska the count 
took time to attend the Paris Exposition 
and visit Russia. Finally running out of 
funds he came to the Untted States in the 
hope of being able to secure capital with 
which to continue his mining operations. 
Bassoff is exceedingly 2 aga in disposi- 
tien, and instead of easing or financial 
aid has started to work to make some 
money for himself and to learn the waye 
of the country. Realizing that to go to 
work In Russia would mean social degrada- 
tion, he has preferred to obtain employment 
in one of the Butte mines. 

soff is strong believer in republics, 
and says that Russia will some day become 
a republic. 

“Tl am aware,’ said he, ‘“‘that I could 
have come into the country in a yery dif- 
ferent manner and perhaps would have Deen 
welcomed into high .society, but) such a 
plan wae not desirable to me. In my opin- 
‘on a working man f{s just as good as any 
one else. I may go back to Russia within 
the next year and endeavor to Interest cap- 
ifalists in my Alaska mines, or I may de- 
cide to take up my residence on my moth- 
er's estate there.” 

In appearance Count Bassoff is @ typica! 
Russian, being more than six feet tall and 
sroportionately built. During the time he 
hes worked in the mines in Butte he has 
not told to any of his fellow-workmen what
